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PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Carmarthen  Rural 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1942,  which  is  in  the  form  suggested  by  Circular 
2773  (Wales). 

The  lack  of  an  adequate  water  supply  throughout  the  whole 
Rural  District  continues  to  be  a source  of  worry,  and  in  some 
instances  alarm,  to  the  Public  Health  Department.  I sincerely 
hope  that  as  soon  as  practicable  the  Council  will  take  steps  to 
ensure  the  provision  of  a water  supply  adequate  in  quantity  and 
quality  to  every  area  however  small  in  the  Rural  District.  In 
my  opinion  this  would  necessitate  a regional  scheme,  and  I 
sincerely  hope  that  the  Rural  District  Council  will  take  the 
initiative  in  approaching  neighbouring  authorities  with  a view  to 
the  provision  of  such  a water  supply. 

The  health  of  the  general  public  has  been  maintained  during 
the  year  and  this  in  no  small  measure  has  resulted  from  the 
vigilance  of  the  Public  Health  Staff,  particularly  was  this  so  in 
regard  to  the  control  of  the  spread  of  infectious  disease. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
Staff,  and  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  the  whole- 
hearted manner  in  which  they  have  supported  me. 

I wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  their  staffs  for  their 
continued  support  and  help.

FOR  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  assistance  given  to  the  Public  Health  Department  by 
the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Penlan  Road, 
Carmarthen,  attained  the  high  standard  of  former  years  and  its 
value  as  a factor  in  the  maintenance  of  the  public  health  is 
inestimable.  I wish  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
active  and  willing  co-operation  of  Doctors  Fry  and  Boissard. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supply. 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  Engineer,  has  provided  details  of  work 
.carried  out  during  the  year.  He  reports  as  follows : — 

During  the  year  the  various  supplies  in  the  Rural  District 
were  as  far  as  possible  maintained  in  proper  repair. 

Pendine. 

An  extension  of  the  water  main  has  been  carried  out  in  the 
village  of  Pendine,  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  up  with  the  new 
supply  constructed  by  the  Ministry  of  Works.  The  Scheme  was 
designed  to  supply  both  the  Establishment  situated  at  Llanmiloe 
and  the  village.  A Pump  House  has  been  constructed  near  the 
source,  comprising  of  an  electrically  driven  pump  and  a stand-by 
petrol  driven  pump,  delivering  to  a high  level  service  reservoir 
with  a capacity  of  50,000  gallons,  equivalent  to  a 3-day’s  supply. 
From  a tee  at  the  base  of  the  reservoir  a 5-inch  main  is  laid  to  the 
Establishment  and  a 3-inch  main  extending  to  the  existing  mains 
supplying  the  village.  The  work  is  now  nearing  completion  and 
it  is  contemplated  that  the  Scheme  will  be  in  operation  early  in 
1943. 

During  the  year  an  endeavour  was  made  to  have  a bacteriol- 
ogical analysis  of  all  water  supplies  under  the  control  of  the 
Council. 

A careful  watch  was  kept  on  all  water  supplies,  samples  being 
submitted  for  analysis,  and  in  addition  inspection  of  the  source 
of  water  supplies  was  carried  out.

The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  notified  was  3,  which  showed 
a very  decided  decrease  on  the  figure  given  for  the  previous  year. 

A decided  decrease  was  also  noted  in  the  number  of  Whooping 
Cough  cases  notified,  which  numbered  10  as  compared  with  38 
in  the  previous  year.

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Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

An  endeavour  was  made  to  carry  out  the  Immunisation  of 
the  Schools  in  the  Rural  Area,  but  as  an  Assistant  to  the  Medica] 
Officer  of  Health  was  no  longer  available,  it  was  only  found  possible 
to  visit  ten  schools,  two  of  which  were  evacuated  schools. 

During  the  year  the  following  number  of  children  were 
immunised : — 

Rural  District  School  Children.

The  number  of  children  aged  5 — 15  years  resident  in  the 
area  as  at  31st  December,  1942,  was  4,657,  of  which  number 
3,345  have  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  giving  a percentage 
of  71.8. 


Children  under  5 years  of  age. 

The  County  Council  as  the  M/CW  Authority  holds  itself 
responsible  for  the  immunisation  of  the  children  under  5 years. 
Very  few  children  under  5 years  of  age  attended  for  immunisation 
at  the  Schools  when  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  immunising 
the  school  children. 

In  a statement  from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  the  percentage 
of  children  under  5 years  of  age  immunised  in  the  Rural  District 
was  28.8%.  This  figure  is  very  low  and  far  from  satisfactory,  and 
efforts  have  been  made  in  conjunction  with  the  County  Council 
to  try  and  arrange  some  scheme  whereby,  more  of  the  children 
in  this  age  group  can  be  immunised. 

The  scattered  nature  of  the  area  together  with  the  long 
distances  parents  have  to  walk  to  schools  undoubtedly  is  a large 
factor  in  the  causation  of  this  low  percentage.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

Mr.  D.  Roderick,  Chief  Inspector,  County  Council,  reports 
as  follows  on  the  work  done  under  the  above  Act  in  the  area  of 
the  Carmarthen  Rural  District  Council  during  the  year: — 


Fifty-two  samples  of  milk  and  28  samples  of  miscellaneous 
articles  of  food  were  taken  and  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
analysis. 

Eight  samples  of  milk  were  certified  to  contain  added  water 
and  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  Vendors.  Fines  and 
costs  amounting  to  £63  were  imposed. 

One  sample  contained  a very  small  percentage  of  added 
water  and  one  sample  was  deficient  in  milk  fat,  and  the  Vendors 
were  warned. 

The  remaining  samples  of  milk  and  all  the  samples  of 
miscellaneous  articles  of  food  were  certified  to  be  genuine. 

Seventeen  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  and  47 
Accredited  Milk  samples  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination, 
of  which  9 samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  and  35  samples  of 
Accredited  Milk  were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory. 


Meat. 

Throughout  the  year  the  abattoir  in  Carmarthen  was  used 
as  the  central  place  for  the  slaughtering  of  cattle,  all  the  other 
slaughterhouses  in  the  Rural  District  being  closed.  The  Sanitary 
Inspectors  in  conjunction  with  the  Borough  Sanitary  Inspector 
attend  the  abattoir  at  stated  intervals  and  carry  out  inspection 
of  carcases  slaughtered.
